[Copy of letter No. F. 5(12)-B/66, dated the 9th November, 1966 
from Shri Saehindra Chaudhuri, Minister of Finance to the Secretary, 
Lok Sabha]. 

The President having been informed of the subject matter of the 
proposed Bill to authorise payment and appropriation of certain fur¬ 
ther sums from and out of the Consolidated Fund of India for the 
services of the year ending on the 31st day of March, 1967, recom¬ 
mends the introduction of the Appropriation (No. 4) Bill, 1966 In the 
Lok Sabha and also recommends to the Sabha the consideration of 
the Bill under article 117 (1) and (3) of the Constitution read with 
article 115 thereof. 

2. The Bill will be introduced in the Lok Sabha after all the 
supplementary Demands for Grants for 1966-67 have been voted. 
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Bill No. 88 of 1966 

A Bill to provide for the authorisation of appropriation of moneys 
out of the Consolidated Fund of India to meet the amounts spent 
on certain services during the financial year ended on the 31 st 
day of March , 1964 in excess of the amounts granted for those 
services and for that year.
